The French never were known to be employed in making 
fuch exertions in the naval line as at prefent. The hips in 
their feveral ordinaries, and thofe building, amount to 365 
fail, of which one handred and fourteen are of the line of 
battle, and of thefe feventeen are three deckers, from go to 
110 guns each.

men, exclufive of the galley flaves, rated at 250 more, who 
are chiefly employed in the fawing and rending timber, remo- 
ving it from different parts, and perpetual cleanfing of the ba- 
fon.
